Retiring town, councillor George Jenkins 
was presented with an engraved gold Elgin 
wrist watch by retiring Mayor John Ramsay at 
a council meeting in Goleman on Thursday 
night, October 10th. The engraved wrist watch 
bore the lettering "George Jenkins, Coleman 
Council 1940 - 1963", signifying Mr. Jenkins' 
long service to the community and the gift was 
presented to him for the long service rendered 
to the town. 

A brief biography of Mr. Jenkins' 
life indicates he was born in Scot¬ 
land, and came to Canada as a 
baby and attended school in Cole¬ 
man. He then went to work for 
the Coleman Collieries where he is 
a machine operator in the com¬ 
pany’s coal-c’.eaning plant. 

A progressive community work¬ 
er, Mr. Jenkins was instrumental 
in the town of Coleman taking 
over the ownership of the Coleman 
Light and Water Company, a town- 
owned utility, which has provided 
many benefits for Coleman rate¬ 
payers. 

In more recent years Mr. Jenkins 
also played a leading role in the 
town forming its own gas company 
— providing this service for the 

ratepayers. 

Mr. Jenkins has also been a 
strong supporter of sport in Cole¬ 
man and was a member of the 
Coleman Canadians hockey team, 
later turning his talent to coach¬ 
ing minor hockey teams. 


When the Coleman Community 
Sports Association was formed in 
the early 1940’s he took an active 
part in the organization and was 
president of the Association for 11 
years, relinquishing this service 
last year. 

Mr. Jenkins also had much to 
do with putting artificial ice in the 
Coleman arena and many long 
hours of time guided the arena to 
function successfully. 

Mr. Jenkins also took a great 
interest in all other sports, includ¬ 
ing curling and tennis. 

He is the president of the Cole¬ 
man Local No. 2633 of the United 
Mine Workers of America, and is 
also president of the active Cole¬ 
man Lions Club. He is also a Past 
Master of the Coleman Masonic 
Lodge. 

Mr. Jenkins is married and has 
one son George, in Calgary, and a 
Mrs. Toby (Dorren> 
of Colemna.

Employment 
Remains Good 

The manager of the National Em¬ 
ployment Service in Blairmore has 
stated the September end employ¬ 
ment statistics for the area has 
remained good. 

There has been approximately 
20 per cent fewer applications for 
employment this month compared 
to the same period in 1962. 

Improvement in our employment 
situation is primarily due to the 
increased demand by Japanese 
steel mills for coal. The lumber¬ 
ing and logging industries in the 
area have lost very little time due 
to poor weather which has con¬ 
tributed much to our present fav¬ 
orable employment picture. 

The designation of Fernie, B.C., 
and the Crows Nest Pass as a 
slow growth area has been most 
welcome. During recent years our 
young workers have been forced 
to seek employment in other areas 
due to a lack of employment. In¬ 
troduction of new industry would 
further improve our situation by 
providing the added incentive for 
our merchants to remain in the 
area. 

Ernie Goulding, Blairmore Em- 
plyoment supervisor for the past 
several years, has been -transfer¬ 
red to Lloydminster and has left 
to take up his new duties. No deci¬ 
sion has been made regarding his 
successor.

TELEVISION SLIPPING 

In my opinion, the television industry has 
been very short-sighted in letting itself fall 
into a summer holiday mood, the way radio 
once did. 

This summer, television has been drab. - 
The big shows have been repeated - and no¬ 
thing could be duller than the repetition of a 
suspense story, shallow when first seen, and 
almost repulsive when one already knows the 
disappointing climax. 

It will be January before families get back 
into the habit of watching - especially if the 
same old fare is offered. 

Industry in Canada suffers from our se¬ 
vere climate. They have been smart enough 
to succeed in spite of it, and when given half 
a chance they have managed to compete with 
industries in other countries where the cli¬ 
mate makes stock-piling easier, and where 
there are other advantages. 

Television people, then, should surely be 
able to provide us with something better than 
they have been doing. 

If they are going to let our short but love¬ 
ly summers defeat them, they deserve very 
little sympathy. 

The private television broadcasters, of 
course, will bear the brunt of their own folly. 
The CBC's lack of initiative in summer will 
be charged up to us, the involuntary share¬ 
holders in its huge investment.

Cancer Society 
Tops Objective 
In Alberta 

CALGARY, Alta.—The Canadian 
Cancer Society’s $400,000 objective 
was brought over the top to $400,- 
422.60 as final receipts were tabu¬ 
lated. This represents the highest 
total raised for cancer in-Alberta. 

The largest donations came from 
the Government of Alberta — $30,- 
000, and the University of Alberta 
another $30,000. Both grants were 
for research at the University of 
Alberta Cancer Research Unit— 
McEachern Laboratory — on the 
University of Alberta campus, Ed¬ 
monton. 

The official opening of the reno¬ 
vated McEachern Laboratory was 
last May 25. The Society spent in 
excess of $300,000 last year on ex¬ 


pense incurred toward setting up 
biochemical cancer research in this 
laboratory. 

In the cancer campaign, Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton exceeded their 
objectives in 1963. Some of the 
smaller branches were down, but 
mast managed to maintain the 
standard of previous years. 

Miss Claudia Tennant of Leth¬ 
bridge, president of the Alberta 
Division of the Cancer Society 
gave credit in a recent report “for 
the hard work .that goes into the 
campaign by many volunteers ’’ 

Miss Tennant stated that the lo¬ 
cal and provincial campaigns are 
a part of an even bigger plan—.a 
national plan to conquer cancer. 

Stress was given to research 
when she added “we must continue 
to look upon research as our prime 
objective if we are to ultimately 
conquer cancer.”

Mouth and Foot 
Paintings Successful 
In Canada 

A year ago a project was launch¬ 
ed for the first time in Canada— 
the sale of greeting cards repro¬ 
duced from paintings by artists 
who, through sickness or accident, 
lost the use of their hands. 

As in most other parts of the 
world, the project was a great 
success with Canadians from coast 
to coast. It has now been decided 
to offer a new selection, chosen 
from outstanding paintings by 
mouth and foot painting artists to 
the Canadian public. 

The cards are again distributed 
by Rehandart Canada Limited of 
Toronto, subsidiary of the Associa¬ 
tion of Mouth and Foot Painting 
Artists with headquarters in the 
Principality of Lichenstein. 

The pictures represent a small 
selection from hundreds of re¬ 
cent entries by the handicapped 
artists who own the Association. 

As a result of the sale of these 
reproductions, the artists, who re¬ 
present some 15 different nationali¬ 
ties, including Canada, and who 
would otherwise be dependent on 
charity, can earn an adequate liv¬ 
ing in their chosen field, give in¬ 
spiration and faith to those simi¬ 
larly afflicted and joy to all. 

The enthusiastic acceptance of 
these reproductions by millions 
throughout the world has made if 
possible for the Association to ac¬ 
cept eight more ratists. as full 
members in the past year and to 
award scholarships to six addi¬ 
tional handicapped men and wo¬ 
men who may thus eventually be 
able to join the group as well. 

Among the latter is Canada’s 
Donna Graham, of Edmonton, a 
talented young painter who is al¬ 
most totally paralyzed. 

To avoid misunderstandings con¬ 
cerning the character of the As¬ 
sociation, which operates entirely 
for benefit of its artist members, 
it has recently submitted an aud¬ 
ited statement to all Better Busi¬ 
ness Bureaus in Canada, showing 
the distribution of receipts in the 
past year. This statement shows 
that the handicapped artists, who 
form the Association, received 76.3 
per cent of the gross receipts,— 
while 13.5 per cent went for ex¬ 
hibitions and publicity and 10.2 
per cent for administrative ex¬ 
penses. 

As in the past the reproduc¬ 
tions are sold by direct mail. The 
reason for this method is that 
this is the only way in which 
their unique origin and qualities 
can be fully explained and recog- 
, nized. It is also hoped that this 
will make it possible to find addi¬ 
tional handicapped artists in Can¬ 
ada arid elsewhere, whose work 
is of sufficiently high quality to 
make them acceptable as Associa¬ 
tion members.

Tractors rate high 
in farm accidents 

Tractors are involved in more 
farm accidents than other farm 
equipment, according to the Na¬ 
tional Safety League of Canada. 

The League adds, however, this 
is because they get more use than 
other machines. 

NSL supported the recent Farm 
Safety Week, which was observ¬ 
ed in United States and Canada. 

P. G. McLaren, the League’s 
general manager, pointed out that 
a farmer is responsible for safety 
in his home as well as his in¬ 
dustry. He may use as many as 
35 different types of machinery 


during the year. The variety and 
complexity of this machinery may 
make his work faster and easier 
but not necessarily safer. 

Mechanical failures, NSL reports 
are rarely responsible for , cci- 
dents involving modern farm ma¬ 
chinery. “Nearly, every such ac¬ 
cident,” Mr. McLaren said, “re¬ 
sults from the operator’s mistake.” 

He cautioned that common sense, 
care and undivided attention must 
be exercised in the operation of 
mechanical equipment. 

On the farm, falls are the pre¬ 
dominant killer and produce more 
sustaining injuries than any other 
type of equipment. 

A farm worker must repeatedly 
climb on and off his equipment. 
He works in all kinds of weather. 
Frozen or wet ground makes slip¬ 
ping easy. Oil or grease on a 
tractor step, loose straw in the 
loft, a loose or cracked rung on a 
ladder, can lead to painful and 
expensive accidents if unnoticed 
or ignored. 

Nor is the farm home exempt. 
About two-thirds of the nation’s 
fatal falls occur in the home and 
the farm home is no different in 
this concern than the town home. 
Falls happen because of too much 
hurry, too little attention to sur¬ 
roundings, using equipment un¬ 
suited to the job, and putting off 
the removal of obvious hazards. 
Positive steps requiring only a 
moment, if taken immediately, will 
eliminate many causes of falls, 
said the League. 

Keep stairs and passages clear 
of clothing, tools and toys. Protect 
outdoor steps and porches from 
weather damage and rotting. 

Fasten rugs securely and avoid 
scatter rugs. Use ladders in good 
repair instead of makeshifts and 
see they are on firm footing and 
at a safe angle. 

Move the ladder — don't reach. 
Wipe up spills at once. 

Stairs should have hand-rails, 
and adequate lighting should be 
provided on stairs and in hallways. 
Keep a night light glowing in or 
near the bathroom. Install grab 
bars and use rubber mats in bath¬ 
tubs. 

"Safety,” said Mr. McLaren, 

' never comes by itself. It must 
be provided, and this is the re¬ 
sponsibility of the farmer.”
